The request of the national guard that motorists 
of Chicago and its suburbs transport a regiment of 
infantry to Fort Sheridan on July 16 is not an 
attempt to save railroad fare. It is an experiment 
in motor transport of troops, the first experiment 
in this part of the country in an undeveloped phase 
of national defense. 

Motor transport of men and supplies is relatively 
a new thing. Battalions of taxicabs are supposed 
to have won the battle of the Marne, and some time 
or other automobiles may save the United States. 
It is necessaty these days to transport huge bodies 
of troops over long distances quickly. Motor cars. 
can do this if they have the organization, and it is 
such an organization that this experiment with the 
national guard regiment may lead to. 

We can manufacture motor cars in this ciate 
more rapidly than we can create armies of trained 
men. But motor cars without drivers and without 
organization will not be a quick asset in time of 
crisis any more than the untrained civilian is a 


for training American mvtor corps. 

The trip to Fort Sheridan should be the first step 
in the creation of an organization of motorists for 
national defense. A group of automobile owners 


to undertake such a project. Probably legislation 
will bé ‘needed to legalize a motor corps, They can 
organize aod seek authorization from the state after- 
wards, just as two of the three new batteries did. 

Automobiles will probably play a much more im- 
portant part in future warfare than the transport 
of troops and suppliés. They have already played an 
important part in Hurope. in the transport of big 
uns. Mobile heavy artillery has been shown to be 


dragged by horses. We have argued that guns to be 
effective must be able to go across fields and take 
up positions without much prearrangement. Where 
there are no good roads we shall doubtless have to 
continue to use a ry moved dy, horses. The 
 diffeulty is, of course, t ‘cannot Tap- 
‘idly, even if at all, ‘guns much over four inches in 
caliber. Future warfare with any one but savages 
will demand fourteen inch guns as well as four. 

But the increase in good roads over the country 
has made practicable motor transportation of heavy 
artillery. Because of its greater range the possible. 
effective positions of a heavy gun are much more 
numerous. A half mile one way or another will 
not destroy its effectiveness. As good roads increase 
the utility of motor traction of artillery will be in- 
creased, and there can be no question that within | 
a few years motor drawn artillery will vastly: pre 
ponderate over horse drawn artillery. Probably the 
horse will never be supplanted wholly, but his uses 
in war will be as limited as they are in modern 
Commercial transport. —

‘The prince’s elder brother is Clemente, 
Marquis Sacchetti, who has succeeded 
his father, the late Don Urbano Sacchetti, 
in the high office of quartermaster gen- 
eral of the Holy Father and of the pon- 
tifical palaces. His mother was a daugh- 
ter of the somewhat plebeian but colos- 
sally wealthy house of Torionia, founded 
by a Frenchman, who rose from the rank 
of sutler te that of army contractor, 
under the first Napoleon, duriag his cam- 
paigns in Italy.

Little Else to Be Done in 
Mexican Crisis—No More 
Troops Are Available. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., June 15.—[Special.] 
—To the insolent note of Carranza, re- 
ceived more than two weeks ago, the ad- 
ministration still has made no answer. 
There have been intimations of what the 
answer would be, with an emphasis on 
that part of it which should decline to 
obey Carranza’s orders to the extent of 
withdrawing the troops. There have 


been assurances that the answer would 
go some day, but Secretary of State 


Lansing has abstained from causes 
the time more accurately. 

Today it was declared the answer 
would have to go shortly and would 


have to be a firmer remonstrance than

Few Troops in Interior. 


The available mobile army outside 


Mexico or the border states is now con- 
fined to one squadron of the Second cav- 
airy stationed across the Potomac from 
Washington, two at Fort Ethan Allen, 
Vt., and five batteries of Fifth field 
artillery at Fort Sill, Okla..

ILLINOIS RIVER BASS FISHING. 

Contributed by H. T. Landauer. 


The IIunols river and tributary waters, most- 
ly lakes, are considered by those who know ! 
the equal of any fresh water anywhere within | 
200 miles of Chicago. Game fish are confined 
| almost entirely to large mouth bags, with a 
few wall eyed pike: 

Within a limit of fifty miles above and below 
Peorla are a number of lakes and sloughs supe- 
rior as bass waters to two-thirds of the waters 
of Wisconsin and Michigan. Opposite to Peoria 
is a slough known as Peoria slough, from 
Which every season many bass are taken run- 
ning up to four and a ha:f pounds. Kingston 
lake, about eighteen miles below Peoria, is 
good bass water. Then comes the great clear 
lake country, which ts reached from Topeka, 
a station on the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis 
railway, about forty miles southwest of Peoria. 
A famous fishing resort in that locality is 
Haven's place, on the slough by the same name. 

Haven’s slough extends about two and a half 
miles along the edge of the biuffs and contains 
many springs, connecting Clear lake on the 
north with Goose and Lybarger lakes and 
Simmon's slough on the south. Goose lake 
is connected by Miu slough, with the Illinois 
— about one mile above Liverpool. In the
